Terminate Wright’s Employment Effective Immediately 
Public Works Board Lists Recommendations

The Board of Public Works met this 
morning and formally terminated the 
employment of Radio Dispatcher Joe 
Wright of the Rushville Fire department 
The Board consisting of City Coun­ 
cilmen Bes Blair and Dick Dragoo and 
Mayor Raymond Gibson along with City 
Attorney Dave Malson met this morning 
at City Hall and voted to adopt a 
Directive of twelve recommendations to 
the Rules and Regulations governing the 
Rushville Fire Department. 


The Board then adjourned to a special 
meeting of the City Council meeting in 
which it was voted to adopt this directive 
by the City of Rushville. 
The Public Works 
Board 
stated 
that ‘‘becuase of continued violations of 
the rules and regulations governing the 
Rushville Fire department, and because 
of the disregard of the Board of Works’ 


recommendations by several members 
of the department, the Board of Works 
now considers the avenue of discussion 
as a means of finding a workable solution 
a futile avenue." 
Those items accepted at this morning’s 
meeting and to be adhered to by all 
members of the Rushville Fire Depart­ 
ment are: 


I. Following January I, 1977, on a date 
and at a time to be set, certain firemen 
will appear at a public hearing before the 
Board of Public Works and Safety for 
violations of the rules and regulations of 
the Rushville Fire Department 
The 
purpose of the hearing will be to consider 
their possible suspension without pay 
from the department 
2 Dayton Springman will remain as 
chief of the department. The Board of 
Works has no intention of asking for Chief 
S p rin g m an ’s 
resignation. 
Chief 


Springman is the chief, will conduct 
himself as chief, and is given 
the 
authority to administer his duties as 
chief, subject to the rules and regulations 
of the Rushville Fire Department and the 
Board of Public Works and Safety. 
Refusal to follow the chief’s orders by 
any member of the department will be 
considered just reason by the Board of 
Works 
for 
the 
termination 
of 
that 
m em ber’s employment. 


3 Acting upon the recommendation of 
the fire chief, the Board of Public W’orks 
and Safety by a unanimous vote hereby 
terminates the employment of Joseph 
Wright.

GAY HEAD. Mass. (UPI) 
New England Indians won back 
2(H) acres of ancient tribal lands 
Thursday 
night

victory that will affect efforts

M assach u setts,

Rhode Island valued in hun­ 
dreds of millions of dollars. 
Residents of this picturesque 
town on the windswept western 
tip of M artha’s Vineyard south 
ol Cape Cod voted to turn 200 
acres

“ common 
land” — 
mostly brush covered wastes 
and cranberry bogs 
back to 
the Wampanoag tribe without 
cost. Their action came in the 
face of one of several federal 
court suits filed by Indians in 
the region.
